Weyer resigns 


fter sixteen years in office the leader 

of the Free Democrats in Norlh 
Rlaine-Westphalia, Willi Weyer, plans to 
stand down in 1972. Even though this 
intention that has been in Herr Weyer's 
mind for some time was made public a 
few days earlier than originally planned, 
the fact that it has beer announced at the 
tight time and takes effect in a year when 
there are no eleclions makes this resigna- 
tion an example of democratic changing- 
of-the-guard tliat has been exercised all 
too rarely in this country. 

Willi Weyer has many times shown his 
skill at making the right tactical 
manoeuvre and expounding his political 
knowledge, for instance on the question 
of property rights, N 

Nevertheless as the FDP changed into a 
reforming party he was lefl more and 
more in the background. Despite his 
worries and possible concern about the 
new direction his party is taking, the 
fighler Weyer has not pushed his resigna- 
tion so far as to prevent himself attempt- 
ing to set the signals for the next 
party-political conference in Freiburg ac- 
cording to his own ideas.

e industrial psychology section of 
the .West Geman Psychologists As- 
sociation lield its arınual congress in 
Bielefeld from 7 to 9 June and paid 
special attention to the subject of per- 
sonnel reports and promotion.

°` At a line when professions, jobs and 
occupations are being swapped more 
freqtently than ever before, particular 
importance must be attached to giving 
objective judgments of ubillty and talent, 

As a porson's private life and that of his 
family (lepend ou the judgment of a 
supertur; nO ellort cu be iOu greal ın 
ensuring Ihdt people arc: guarded against 
incorrect or suporficial judgments. 

The congress in Bielefeld discussed a 
vıırlety of methods and already tested 
procedures to revenl the potential sources 
of error in the evaluation systems and in 
the figure of the judge himself. 

Only when lhe people who have to 
make these judgments know how their 
verdict tan be falsifted, distorted or 
misinterpreted cun the main features of 
evaluation be defined and the judgment 
techniques taughl., 

Anyone considering himself to be an 
intuitively good judge of men must learn 
that a sweeping, unconsidered and emo- 
tional judament could prove a’ per- 
manent obstacle in a person's career. 

Staff reports are part of professional 
life. The only way of carrying out these 
judgments responsibly for both the firm 
and staff, is to make Pn knowledge 
ahd experience available to all concerned.

European orchestra, 

Even the first evening with the com- 
pletely unknown Turkish and Vietnamese 
items ended with ovations, especially for 
Ashik Feysullah Cinar, a Dervish singer of 
the Bektashi order. 

His hymns to the deity have official 
authority.

the specific resistance of a4 number of 
metals suddenly drops to virtually ril. 

Resistance jumps of more than one to 
the power of sixteen have been observed. 
This, for instance, means that all but a 
ten billionth of tho current stays in 
circulation and next to none is lost due to 
resistance, 

Superconductivity is the result of the 
complex interaction of leat waves and de 
Broglle waves (phonons and electrons). 
The theory is mathematically complex 
and still not perfect in detail but selenti- 
fic use of the phenonıenon proceeds 
apace. 

Both the two-mile linear accelerator in 
Stanford and the CERN I] synchrotron 
under construction near Genova will be 
equipped in the foreseeable future with 
superconductive hollow conductors and 
electromagnets respectively. 

At Karlsruhe nuclear research centre ù 
new low-temperature unit was recently

It has been known since 1820, how. 
ever, that magnetic fields can be generat- 
ed by means of microscopic currents, 
Unfortunately, though, they encounter 
friction in metallic conductors.
